The three people accused of killing Dillon 
Blair Jewett will ask for bail next month. 

Amanda Allison Greene, 18, and broth¬ 
ers Kyle Brian Gowen, 22, and Steven 
Shaun Gowen, 21, are charged with first- 
degree murder. 

Jewett, 18, was found shot to death on 
an ATV path near an East Uniaclce quarry 
on Oct. 3. 

The trio appeared in a Shubenacadie 
courtroom yesterday. They were brought 
in separately and were told from now on 
they will face court proceedings together. 

They will be back in court Jan. 13 for a 
plea and to possibly set a date for the pre¬ 
liminary hearing. 

Outside the courtroom defence lawyers 
told reporters about their intent to seek 
bail for their clients. Brian Bailey, defence 
lawyer for the brothers, said he has a bail 
hearing booked for Dec. 8 in Windsor. Bri¬ 
an Smith, Greene’s lawyer, said he will be 
seeking bail for his client but hasn’t set a 



hearing date yet. 

“Because eveiyone is presumed inno¬ 
cent until they’re proven guilty in this 
country,” Smith said, “bail ought not to 
be seen as a measure of punishment.” 

Bailey said he noticed there were some 
items missing from the disclosure — 
such as text messages — from the Crown. 
On Tuesday a box full of materials arrived 
at his office. 

“There is some information in there 
the police claim has some relevance.”

Michael Ignatieff ex¬ 
pressed cautious support 
for both the proposed 
trade and convention cen¬ 
tre for downtown Halifax 
and the Nova Scotia-New- 
foundland energy deal in 
Halifax on Thursday.

The province is asking 
the federal government to 
contribute $375 million 
for a $1.2-billion undersea 
transmission cable be¬ 
tween Cape Breton and 
Newfoundland. Premier 
Darrell Dexter has said the 
project will go on with or 


without Ottawa’s funding. 

The convention centre 
project, however, requires 
a $46-million contribution 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment before construction 
begins. 

When asked what de¬ 
tails he needed to see be¬ 
fore forming an opinion, 
IgnatiefF said, “I’m not in 
government. I’m the 
leader of the Opposition 
unless I’m much mistak¬ 
en,” he said. 

“I haven’t seen all the 
detail, but we think that 
this kind of project — re¬ 
tire some coal-fire stations, 
retire some carbon-inten¬ 
sive energy generation — 
is good for the countiy. 

“And then the question 
is, what is the exact, pre¬ 
cise federal role? What I’m 
saying is ... my door would 
be open as prime minister 
to look at this carefully 
and see how we can make 
this happen.”

Williams said the $6.2- 
billion deal unveiled just 
last week to develop the 
proposed Lower 
Churchill hydroelectric 
project in Labrador con¬ 
vinced him to go.

Prince Edward Island Pre¬ 
mier Robert Ghiz has a 
dream that one day people 
will be able to travel on and 
off his province without 
having to pay a tollbooth. 

During a passionate plea 
this week for a long-term 
funding agreement for 
Northumberland Ferries 
Ltd., which connects P.E.I. 
to Nova Scotia, the Island 
premier said his province is 
not being treated fairly. 

He said if a resident 
wants to drive between 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 


for example, he or she does¬ 
n’t have to pay. But, Ghiz 
said, if Canadians want to 
travel to the Birthplace of 
Confederation, they have to 
shell out anywhere from 
$42.50 to travel across the 
Confederation Bridge to 
$69 to use ferry service. 

“We should be getting 


more than what we’re get¬ 
ting if we’re treated like an 
equal partner in Confedera¬ 
tion,” Ghiz said. 

“We’re asking to subsi¬ 
dize something so we can 
pay money to travel to an¬ 
other province. Do the peo¬ 
ple of Ontario ask for that? 
No. They can just drive to 


another province.” 

The non-binding motion 
that passed unanimously is 
calling on the P.E.I. govern¬ 
ment to continue to pursue 
a long-term funding agree¬ 
ment with the federal gov¬ 
ernment to keep the ferry 
service alive. 

Ghiz said free travel to 
and from P.E.I. would not 
only benefit Islanders but 
the rest of Canada because 
more than one million peo¬ 
ple travel to the Island 
every year.

“I think what it is — and 
I’ve had experience with 
this myself — the instruc¬ 
tions given are not listened 
to by younger people and 
they tend to get greedy," 
said Laura Ash, owner of 
Hair Affair in Stewiacke, 
one of the first in the area 
to install tanning beds in 
her hair salon about 25 
years ago. 

“The result of that is 
they burn, which is not a 
good thing for anybody.” 

Although Ash removed 
her beds about a year ago 
because of rising insurance 
costs and a saturated mar¬ 
ket, she never had any 


health concerns related to 
their use, provided it was 
done in moderation and ac¬ 
cording to instructions. 

Health Promotion and 
Protection Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald intro¬ 
duced legislation this week 
that would ban those under 
age 19 from using tanning 


beds at businesses through¬ 
out Nova Scotia. 

Citing recommendations 
from Doctors Nova Scotia 
and other health groups 
about the dangers of tan¬ 
ning beds, MacDonald also 
said the World Health Or¬ 
ganization has classified 
the ultraviolet light from

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Youth sex stats higher in C*B. 

O Survey shows about 30 per cent of Nova Scotia Grade 9 students are sexually active 


While she knows young 
people are having sex at 
younger ages, the execu¬ 
tive director of the Cape 
Breton Centre for Sexual 
Health says she’s sur¬ 
prised the numbers are 
higher in this region than 
in some other parts of the 


province. 

Cathie Penny was re¬ 
sponding to information 
presented at a recent con¬ 
ference on healthy sexual¬ 
ity she attended in 
Yarmouth. 

“I was surprised that 
Cape Breton had the 


(highest) number, I wasn’t 
surprised that that was an 
issue, that kids under 15 
are now having sex more 
often,” she said, noting 
she works in the school 
system. 

As part of a survey of 
sexual behaviour of stu¬ 


dents in the Yarmouth 
area, Dalhousie Universi¬ 
ty professor Don Langille 
compared findings from 
that area with north-cen¬ 
tral Nova Scotia and the 
area covered by the Cape 
Breton District Health Au¬ 
thority. 


He found that girls 
from Cape Breton were 
more sexually active than 
those of the other com¬ 
munities — 52.9 per cent 
of 15-to-l6-year-old girls 
were sexually active, com¬ 
pared in north-central No¬ 
va Scotia. 

And students in Cape 
Breton were more likely 
to have sex earlier. Girls 
in Cape Breton in the 15- 
16 age group were more 
likely to use effective con¬ 
traception. 

Sexual education is 
now concentrated at the 
junior high level, Penny 
noted, and that informa¬ 
tion is available through 
youth health centres at

O Top music stars press top Tories 
for a copying levy on MP3 players

Some of the biggest names 
in the Canadian television, 
film and music industries 
are on an MP3 mission. 

They’re demanding a 
levy on MP3 players — like 
the levy applied to blank 
CDs and cassettes. 

The levy, charged as 
compensation for material 
that is privately copied, is 
then doled out in the form 
of royalties. 

On Thursday, an A-to-Z 
of music stars — including 
Anne Murray, Nickelback's 
Chad Kroeger and 
members of the Tragically 
Hip — wrote to Heritage 
Minister James Moore and 
Industry Minister Tony 
Clement pressing the 
issue. 

“MP3 players are this 
generation’s version of 
blank media,” the artists 
wrote. “A copy is a copy 
and the principle of fair 
compensation for rights 
holders should apply 


The flipside 

Moore says placing a levy 
on copied music is compli¬ 
cated. Canadians aren't 
just buying MP3s these 
days, but are also stream¬ 
ing music onto their 
phones and players. 
Whether a levy would 
also apply to videos is 
another thorny issue.

“We know that you do 
not want to see a Canada 
that is devoid of musicians 
and songwriters, but with¬ 
out fair and balanced 
treatment, that may be 
the tragic consequence.”

The U.S. government has 
notified Ottawa that the 
WikiLeaks website is 
preparing to release sensi¬ 
tive U.S. diplomatic files 
that could damage Ameri¬ 
can relations with allies 
around the world. 

U.S. officials say the doc¬ 
uments may contain ac¬ 
counts of compromising 
conversations with politi¬ 
cal dissidents as well as 
friendly politicians. 

A State Department 
spokesman said Wednes¬ 
day the release of confi¬ 
dential communications 
about foreign govern¬ 
ments probably will erode 
trust in the United States 
as a diplomatic partner.

South Korea's president 
Lee Myung-Balc ordered 
more troops to a front¬ 
line island and dumped 
his defence minister 
Thursday as the country 
grappled with lapses in its 
response to a deadly 
North Korean artillery 
strike. 

In scenes reminiscent 
of the Korean War 60 
years ago, dazed residents 
of Yeonpyeong island for¬ 
aged through blackened 
rubble for pieces of their 
lives and lugged their pos¬ 
sessions down eerily de¬ 
serted streets strewn with 
bent metal after Tuesday's 
hail of artillery. The bar¬ 
rage darkened skies, set 
off fierce blazes, killed 
four South Koreans and

“It was a sea of fire,”

11 kilometres from North 
Korea, had only six pieces 
of artillery. 

Despite warnings from 
North Korea that any new 
provocation would be met 
with more attacks, Wash¬ 
ington and Seoul pushed 
ahead with plans for mili¬ 
tary drills starting Sunday 
involving a nuclear-pow¬ 
ered U.S. aircraft carrier 
in waters south of this 
week’s skirmish.

The boys — two 15-year- 
olds and a 14-year-old — 
disappeared while at¬ 
tempting to row an alu¬ 
minum dinghy between 
two islands in the New 
Zealand territoiy of Toke¬ 
lau in early October. 

All hope was lost after 
an extensive search involv¬ 
ing New Zealand’s air 
force. 

Their craft had drifted 
1,300 kilometres to a deso¬ 
late part of the Pacific 
northeast of Fiji, when the 
crew of a tuna boat saw 
them frantically waving

The boys, Samuel Pelesa 
and Filo Filo, both 15, and 
Edward Nasau, 14, were to 
be taken to a hospital in 
Suva, Fiji’s capital, on Fri¬ 
day.

They carried the same 
message: “La Familia Mi- 
choacana is saddened 
about the lack of interest

The banners refer to a 
letter, dropped on streets 
of several Michoacan 
mountain towns and 
emailed to journalists 
earlier this month, that 
said La Familia would dis¬ 
band if the government 
negotiates with the cartel 
on protecting Michoacan 
citizens. 

Such banners have be- 
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come a common way for 
Mexico’s drug cartels to 
send public messages, 
though it is nearly always 
impossible to verify who 
puts them up.

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DRUGS PLAY STARRING ROLE IN THE MOVIES

We've all heard those disclaimers at the end 
of pharmaceutical commercials: "May be 
harmful to humans if swallowed the most 
common side effects are temporary eyelid 
droop nausea decreased sweating avoid 
contact with skin.” Usually they sound like 
one long breathless sentence that seems 
scarier than the disease the drugs are meant 
to prevent. 



A new film, 
Love and 
Other Drugs, 
starring Jake 
Gyllenhaal 
and Anne 
Hathaway as a 
pharmaceutical salesman 
and the girl he loves 
respectively, forgoes the 
disclaimer. In what almost 
seems like a 90-minute ad 


for Viagra, it appears that 
the drug’s — Vitamin V, 
Jake calls it — only side ef¬ 
fect is that it works too 
well. It is the rare movie 
that uses a real brand 
name drug as a plot 
device. 

Even though the odd 
movie like Prozac Nation 
dares to name names, of¬ 
ten filmmakers use 


fictitious drugs to advance 
their stories (and avoid 
lawsuits from the notori¬ 
ously litigious Big 
Pharma). But even in fan¬ 
tasy side effects abound. 

Brain Candy, the 1996 
Kids in the Hall comedy, 
created a cure for depres¬ 
sion called GLeeMONEX 
that “makes you feel like 
it’s 72°F in your head all 
the time.” Unfortunately 
the pill’s patients also turn 
into comatose zombies. 

David Cronenberg 
devised Ephemerol, a tran¬ 
quilizer used as a morning 
sickness remedy for his 
film Scanners. Side effects? 
Telekinetic and telepathic 
abilities. 

Later, in Naked Lunch, 
Cronenberg featured the 
more recreational drug 
Bug Powder, a yellow dust 
formally used by extermi¬ 
nators, informally by peo¬ 
ple looking to find a 
“literary high.” 

In Repo! The Genetic 
Opera, Paris Hilton’s char¬ 
acter Amber Sweet was ad¬ 
dicted to a blue, glowing 
opiate extracted from dead 
bodies called Zydrate. 

An alternative cinemat¬ 


ic painkiller is Novril, the 
pills that kept James Caan 
sedated in Misery. 

Filmmakers don’t just 
fictionalize pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, however. Plenty of 
recreational drugs get the 
Hollywood treatment. Re¬ 


member Space Coke from 
Cheech and Chong’s Next 
Movie? One snort was 
enough to send both 
Cheech and Chong literal¬ 
ly into outer space. 

A Clockwork Orange 
was chock-a-block with 


fake drugs; everything 
from Drencrom to the syn¬ 
thetic mescaline 
Synthemesc to Vellocet, 
which produced ultra-vio¬ 
lent tendencies and 
sudden outbursts of 
Singing in the Rain.

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Brody sues makers 
of thriller for salary 


Adrien Brody says he was 
reluctantly forced to sue 
the makers of a thriller 
film because they failed to 
pay his full salary. 

U.S. District Judge Dale 
S. Fischer on Monday 
blocked the sale or use of 
Brody’s likeness in Giallo 
until the Oscar winner’s re 
maining salary is paid. 

The judge noted in her 
ruling that the actor was 
likely to prevail in his $2 
million lawsuit against the 
filmmakers. 

“At no point did I ever 
wish to be involved in a le 
gal dispute, but after over 
a year of attempting to re 
solve this matter I was left 
with no other alternative” 
Brody said in a statement 
to the Associated Press. 

The actor sued Hannibal 
Pictures and U.K.-based Gi¬ 
allo Productions Ltd. in Oc¬ 
tober, shortly before Giallo 
went on sale in the U.S. 

In a sworn declaration, 
Brody claimed the film¬ 
makers lied to him about

the movie’s financing and 
how much its Italian distri¬ 
bution rights were worth. 

The picture was shot in 
2008 in TUrin, Italy, and 
Brody is featured promi¬ 
nently on the DVD’s cover. 

Brody said he was grate¬ 
ful for the ruling. “I am 
greatly appreciative of the 


court’s ruling which pro¬ 
tects me, and shows sup¬ 
port for all artists who 
have been manipulated 
and taken advantage of by 
unscrupulous employers ” 
his statement said. 

According to the law¬ 
suit, he agreed to defer 
some of his salary pay¬ 
ments for Giallo after its 
producers informed him 
the film was having finan¬ 
cial problems. 

As a concession, Brody 
was given the ability to 
withhold his likeness from 
the movie unless he was 
fully paid, and he is still 
owed $640,000, according 
to the suit. 

His attorney, Evan 
Spiegel, said in a state 
ment that the filmmakers 
“attempted to prey on Mr. 
Brody’s professionalism 
and generosity.” Spiegel 
said Brody agreed to defer 
his salary so that fellow ac¬ 
tors and the film’s crew 
could be paid.

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Actor Danny Huston has 
been having a lot of fun 
playing bad guys lately, 
and his latest, the genre¬ 
bending martial arts- 
meets-Old West the 
Warrior’s Way, has him 
sinking his teeth into one 
of his baddest. Huston sat 
down with Metro to chat 
about ninjas in the Old 
West and getting back to 
directing. 

You seem to be enjoying 
yourself playing bad guys. 

I enjoyed myself on this. 
The highlight for me real¬ 
ly was the sword action se¬ 
quence with Kate 
(Bosworth), which was 
shot over about four days. 
That was just, from a cho¬ 
reography point of view, 
very exciting, physically 
demanding and a lot of 
fun to do. 

Villains seem to be the 
meatier roles in big movies. 

I would go along with 
that, but also our hero is 
complex in this story. It 
has a wonderful sort of 
zen balance to it, this 
film, which I suppose is 
indicative as to where it 
comes from. 


The hero, in a way, has 
renounced violence. Our 
heroine needs violence to 
conquer her demons. 

But the violence in this 
film, for me personally, 
it’s so exquisite, so beauti¬ 
ful to look at, that it loses 
its violent impact. Unlike 
another film I did called 
the Proposition that was 
written by Nick Cave, 
which was very violent — 
a few people are killed in 
it. 

But this is on another 
level. It’s a ballet. It’s 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon. It has a beauty to 
it, which allows it to be 
quite accessible and ulti¬ 
mately not about violence 
but about love. 

Martial arts in the Old West 
is an interesting mix. 

I didn’t know quite how 
the ninjas, all of that was 
going to work. It at times 
confused me, to be quite 
honest. But it’s almost like 
an opera. 

There’s a silence that 
Kurosawa and Ford 
shared, in your protago¬ 
nist not necessarily hav¬ 
ing to express or emote 
his emotions, but for 
them to be contained. 

And Sergio Leone did 
the same thing, and I 
think our lead in this pic¬ 


ture, our warrior, is ex¬ 
tremely good at stillness 
and at being able to con¬ 
vey emotion without hav¬ 
ing to act it. 

Who would win in a fight, 
you or Kate? 

Kate’s pretty damn good. 
She’s very athletic, she’s 
quite a crafty little 
swordsman. 

I also felt a little brutish 
from time to time because 
I am so much bigger. 

If I landed a punch or 
hit her with one of those 
blades, which are big, 
with my weight behind it 
I could really hurt her. But 
if she started fighting 
with me, I think I would 
just lay down and let her 
do whatever she wished. 

Will you be returning to di¬ 
recting soon? 

I’m developing a film 
called Day of the Dead, 
which is based on a novel 
by a guy named Kent Har¬ 
rington. 

I’ve been optioning this 
book for 10 or 15 years. 
It’s become a bad, costly 
habit. 

So I’ve got to get this 
thing made, and I’m look¬ 
ing to start production on 
it hopefully next year. I’m 
itching to get back in the 
saddle and direct again.

You always hear about 
artistic differences be¬ 
tween artists and record 
labels, but if Cee-Lo Green 
knows anything, if you 
have the right song a la¬ 
bel will back anything. He 
should know, he’s the guy 
who presented Elektra 
with a song called F— 
You. According to him, 
they didn’t even bat an 
eyelash. 

“I've been giving my la¬ 
bel a lot of credit,” he says 
from the penthouse of a 
posh boutique hotel in 
Toronto. “There was just a 
unanimous ‘yes’ about 
this record, all through¬ 
out the building as soon 
as they heard it.

prepared,” he explains. 
“My credibility and in¬ 
tegrity are in tact,” he 
says. “There is a younger, 
adolescent audience that 
we would like to have as 
much of our material ac¬ 
cessible to.

The goal — liberate cheese¬ 
cake from the dessert 
course. And it was easier 
than we thought. 

While rich, creamy 
cheesecake is a fine way to 
end the meal, we didn't 
think it had to be sweet to 
do so. 

We wanted a savoury 
cheesecake, one that could 
finish the meal as a cheese 
course. And so we cut the 
sugar and substituted blue 
cheese for part of the cream 
cheese.

Preparation: 

1 Start to finish: 6 hours

2 In a food processor, 
pulse together walnuts, 
sugar, flour, salt and 
black pepper until wal¬ 
nuts are the size of 
small peas. Add butter 
and pulse until mixture 
is just moistened. Press 
mixture into bottom of 
a 25 -cm ( 10 -inch) 
springform pan. Bake 
for 15 minutes or until

Add 
eggs, one at a time, 
beating and scraping 
the bowl in between un¬ 
til eggs are thoroughly 
incorporated.

After crust is baked, 
pour filling into pan and 
bake for another 30 to 
40 minutes or until the 
centre just barely jiggles 
when you shake the pan 
and the top slightly 
puffs. Remove from 
oven and set aside to 


cool to room tempera¬ 
ture, about 1 hour. Re¬ 
frigerate for at least 4 
hours (and up to 2 days) 
before serving. 

5 To prepare pears, peel 
pears, then cut each half 
lengthwise. Scoop out 
and discard core. 

In a deep saute pan, 
combine wine, vinegar, 
sugar and salt. Bring 
mixture to a simmer and 
add pears, core side 
down. Allow mixture to 
simmer until liquid is 
syrupy and pears are 


caramelized and tender, 
occasionally basting 
pears with liquid, about 
20 minutes. Set aside to 
cool to room tempera¬ 
ture. 

7 When ready to serve, 
run a knife around the 
edge of the springform 
pan to loosen 
cheesecake. Remove 
sides of pan. If desired, 
run a long spatula under 
the crust and slide the 
cake onto a serving 
plate.

O Stars seem aligned for Alouettes in Grey Cup rematch against Riders 


Everything seems aligned 
for the Montreal Alouettes 
heading into the Grey Cup 
game. 

Montreal finished the 
season atop the East Divi¬ 
sion to secure a first-round 
playoff bye with many fig¬ 
uring the club would have 
its hands full in the con¬ 
ference final if it met up 
with the Hamilton Tiger- 
Cats. 

After all, Hamilton dis¬ 
mantled the Alouettes 40- 
3 on Oct. 22 in a game that 
featured both teams’ start¬ 
ing players. 

So the thinking was 
Hamilton would dispatch 
the Toronto Argonauts in 
the semifinal, then head 
to Montreal full of confi¬ 
dence and be a real hand-

fill for the Alouettes. Well, 
it didn’t happen as Toron¬ 
to beat the Ticats 16-13 be¬ 
fore bowing out to the Als 
48-17 in last weekend’s di¬ 
vision final. 

That secured Montreal 
its eighth Grey Cup ap¬ 
pearance since 2000. The 
expectation was the Alou¬ 
ettes would face the Cal¬ 
gary Stampeders, who 


posted a CFL-best 13-5 
record to finish atop the 
West Division. 

But again, fate seeming¬ 
ly intervened as the 
Saskatchewan Roughrid- 
ers upset Calgary 20-16 in 
the West Division final to 
advance to a Grey Cup re¬ 
match with Montreal on 
Sunday. 

So Montreal finds itself 
in yet another CFL title 
game without having to 
overcome its two biggest 
hurdles, leaving some 
football pundits to suggest 
the Alouettes are a team of 
destiny this year. 

As a result, Montreal 
opened as a seven-point 
favourite over 

Saskatchewan, much like 
last year when the Alou¬ 


ettes were solid 9M-point 
picks over the Riders. 

The two teams split 
their games this season, 
with Saskatchewan win¬ 
ning a wild 54-51 overtime 
decision to open the 2010 
campaign. Montreal coun¬ 
tered by winning the sec¬ 
ond meeting 30-26 five 
weeks later. 

Anthony Calvillo out¬ 
played Darian Durant in 
last year’s Grey Cup game, 
rallying Montreal from a 
20-10 deficit heading into 
the fourth. Calvillo fin¬ 
ished 26-of-39 passing for 
314 yards and two TDs 
while Durant was 17-of-29 
for 201 yards and a touch¬ 
down but also two inter¬ 
ceptions.

He earned 32 of 60 votes 
from the Football 
Reporters of Canada and 
the league’s eight head 
coaches to nip Anthony 
Calvillo of the Montreal 
Alouettes. Calvillo had 
claimed the trophy the 
last two years. 

Burris wasn’t the only 
Stampeder honoured as of¬ 
fensive tackle Ben 
Archibald was named the 
top lineman. Calgary line¬ 
backer Juwan Simpson 
was a finalist to 
Hamilton’s Markeith 
Knowlton for top 
defensive player. 

The other winners 
included Saskatchewan 
slotbaclc Andy Fantuz (top 
Canadian), lcick-returner 
Chad Owens of the Toron¬ 
to Argonauts (special- 
teams) and B.C. Lions 
linebacker Solomon Elim- 
imian (rookie).

Brady’s bunch of TDs lift Patriots 



Tom Brady was perfect on 
the field and his exit was 
first class. 

Brady threw a season- 
high four touchdown pass¬ 
es, all in the second half, 
and the New England Patri¬ 
ots routed the Detroit Lions 
45-24 on Thursday after 
trailing by 11 late in the sec¬ 
ond quarter.

Following Brady’s brief 
news conference, the for¬

New England (9-2) 
moved a half-game ahead 
of the AFC East rival New 
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York Jets — who played 
Cincinnati on Thursday 
night — for the NFL’s best 
record, setting up a show¬ 
down at home Dec. 6. 

“I don’t think we’re at 
where we need to be at,” 
Brady said. 

“But this is a tough 
group.” 


No one in the red, white 
and blue is tougher than 
Brady. 

After taking a ton of 
shots early in the game, the 
three-time Super Bowl win¬ 
ner and two-time MVP 
bounced back to complete 
21 of 27 passes for 341 
yards with no intercep¬ 


tions, giving him a perfect 
quarterback rating of 158.3 
for the second time in his 
career. 

“He’s like a surgeon,” De¬ 
troit centre Dominic Raiola 
said. 

Brady threw a go-ahead 
touchdown pass to Deion 
Branch early in the fourth 


quarter after connecting 
with him on a 79-yarder to 
tie it at 24.
